TO OPEN 4 SCHOOLS 
AS WARMING PLACES 

Orders were issued yesterday 
by the school committee to start 
fires in four of the city's schools, 
which will be thrown open today 
as public V"armintf places. These 
four schools, the South Boston 
!*£rk!»»*J Ht.'hool on Broadway, the 
East Boston Lyman School on 
raris street, *h« Cottage Place 
School on Columbus avenue, Rox- 
bury, and the Nahum Chapln 
School on Common square, 
Charlestown, will remain open 
every day during the cold spell 
until 6 o'clock at night, or later, 
as conditions warrant. 



The Boston public schools will re- 
main closed indefinitely because of 
lack of fuel to warm them, unless 
coal is forthcoming immediately and 
in large quantities, it was announced 
by Chairman Joseph Lee of the school 
committee yesterday. 

The announcement followed a two- 
hour conference of members of the 
school committee. Business Agent 
Keougli, Superintendent of Janitors 
Mark Mulvey and Chairman David A. 
Eilis of the Boston fuel committee, in 
Mr. Ellis' offices, 60 State street 

Suggestions for saving part of the 
supply of fuel in the city were made 
ty 'he School committee and Mr. 
Ellis, with the hope that they may be 
put into full and immediate effect. 
The suggestions are:

1— That coal be rufused to the Boston

50 Schools Coalless 

It wau decided a' the conference to 
open as many of the Behools as possi- 
ble on Monday, Jan. 7, as originally 
planned, but It is known that over half 
of the city's public educational Institu- 
tions will be forced to close the next 
Tuesday or Wednesday unless action is 
taken by the federal authorities to get 
coal to Boston. 

Many of the schools have such a small 
amount of coal that to stun their heat- 
ing apparatus on Monday would be B 
criminal waste of fuel. It was brought

He naturally made 
his way immediately to the H. A. A., where 
he received a cordial welcome.

He found 
the men from this country well housed and 
cared for, but lacking in equipment until 
such supplies were furnished by Enplane! 
and France. 

C. A. and Red Cross 
workers are numerous in Paris, and they, 
as well as representatives of other Ameri- 
can organizations, are doing excellent re 
; lief work. 

Italians Will Hold Out 

Congressman Tinkham believes that the' 
Italians will hold the mountain passes this: 
winter against the Germans and Austrian*.

her forests provided fuel for the homes and for the operations of the rail • 
roads. Only a small amount of con I was brought each y«\r to New England. : 
But today we rely for much the larger portion of the food we consumo upon | 
far distant parts of the country. We require more than thirty millions <> 
tons of coal each year which must be brought to us ovor long railiond 
hauls, or after B long voyage upon the sea. The jurisdiction of tho com- 
monwealth is not broad enough to give us mastery over the supply « T11pl 
and food, and we are greatly at the mercy of conditions which we canuot 
control. Ji ' 

Has Rendered Invaluable Assistance 

"But our anxietv Is increased even If our responsibility is lessened 
and all tho more is It necessary constantly to call Into play forethought 
and judicious effort in order to provide for the needs cf our people. On 
the tenth of last February our committee of public saf&ty was appointed- 
tho first committee of that kind In any state in the Union. This com- 
mittee has developed a most effective organization. Unaer the leadership 
of its chairman. Mr. James .7. Storrow. and its executive manager. Mr. 
Henry B. Endicott. it has helped greatly in the war work of the common- 
wealth and has rendered invaluable assistance in adjusting industrial 
disputes and securing fuel and food. The men upon this committee, how- 
ever, arc only representative of the great mas, of citizens of the common, 
health. Patriotism 1b everywhere. 

Constitutes a Valuable Insurance 

"I ehall from time to time hereafter, as occasion may seem to 
require, send to the Legislature recommendations with regard to taxa- 
tion and to other subjects of legislation. 

"The LeglBtature at its last, session authorized the Governor to 
organize a state guard to protect the peace of the commonwealth if our 
regular military forces should.be called out of the state. Tho wisdom 
of this action is now manifest, as the number of the national guard 
remaining In the state service has dwindled to five officers and no 
privates Tho services of the state guard may not bo necessary, but 
it constitutes a valuable insurance, for it would be manifestly unwise 
to have tho slate without armed forces when we are engaged in a great 
war. I recommend that they have the full status of our militia until 
such time as our national guard shall be returned to the service ot the 
state. 

"The commonwealth has assisted the towns in the vicinity of the 
national camp at Ayer in performing their police duties by guarding 
against tho evil forces that are likely to be found near military camp*. 
We have nothing to do with the government of the camp, but we may 
do very much with the moral sanitation of its neighborhood, and we 
may do very much in protecting the soldier when he Is out of the camp

The School Committee realizes that 
this action will impose a great hard- 
ship upon the school children of the 
city, and will cause an educational loss 
that it will be difficult, if not impos- 
sible, to make up in the future. 

"The School Committee fully appre- 
ciates the meat responsibility resting 
upon the Fuel Administration", and the 
difficulties it has to face; nevertheless, 
the.

About $150,000 In war taxes will be con- 
tributed monthly by the theatres ni Mas- 
saehvsetts, according to an estimate made 
tc:I ,.y a! the office of John F. Malley, col- 
leotor Of internal revenue. The malor part 
of this will come from Boston amusement 
houses. It is estimated tliat $5000 addi- 
tional will be received from other forms, 
of entertainment, dances and sporting 
ever is. 

There were approximately $123,000 In war 
taxes for November, which have not been 
paid yet because the Government has not 
provided the theatres with the official 
blank forms on which to make returns. 
These forma are now ready, however. 

About. $30,000 has already been paid for 
November, but most managers have prc- 
fr Ted to wait until the official return blanks 
arrived before making their returns. In- 
ternal revenue officials estimate that ?liiO.- 
()fKi will be received from tha theatres alone 
In Massachusetts. The returns for Novem- 
ber are due Dec. 2<V 

Entertainments of any kind, the proceeds 
of which are to go to the Red Cross, Y. M. 
C. A. or K. of C. war funds, are exempt 
form the admission tax, but entertainments 
for Christmas funds for soldiers are not 
exempt. Charitable and educational Insti- 
tutions do not have to collect an admission 
tax for entertainments if the entire pro- 
ceeds Inure to the Institution Itself, but If 
they go to an athletic association or other 
organization within the institution the tax 
must be collecetd. 

1 1. tins connection, mutual benefit socie-

"It is impossible to open night, schools 
next week because of the limited sup- 
ply In all buildings where there are 

"Only two or three high schools ean 
be opened, the others not only lacking 
coal, but being seriously damaged dur- 
ing' the extreme cold weather by the 
freezing up and bursting of pipes, etc.. 
making repairs by plumbers necessary."

Total of 170 Will Open Monday for Half- 
Day Sessions — Coal on Hand Not at All 
Satisfactory^ ^ JA N ] M 

Next Monday morning 170 of 'tie S6C 
public schools of the city will resume ses- 
sions and it Is hoped by the school commit- 
tee that sufficient coal will be received to 
keep them running. Unless coal is re- 
ceived in a week or two many of these 
schools will be obliged to close. 

The question was considered by the school 
committee last night, the judgment being 
thai In (hose buildings which have coal it 
is advisable to keep up the fires to prevent 
water pipes from freezing and in such 
cases the children might attend classes for 
a few hours a day. There will be no ses- 
sions of (he evening schools until further 
notice. In the high schools shorter sessions 
will he planned. 

The school committee makes the following 
announcement to the parents of the school 
Children of Boston : 

"The day schools will open on Monday. 
Jan. 14, 1918, at II A. M. In such buildings 
as have coal enough to warrant keeping 
the school open for the week of Jan. 14. 
This will include about 17(1 of the ^(iti school 
buildings In the city. The names of those 
buildings that will not open on .Monday will 
be given In Saturday's paper. 

"In conformity with the suggestion of the 
fuel administrators, the one-session plan 
will be. adopted in the elementary schools. 
"The school committee regrets that it 
cannot have all of (he buildings open for 
the school children on Monday, Jan. II, 
buf that is impossible for two reasons : 
first, because eight school buildings have 
been so damaged from freezing that they 
cannot be made ready to receive the chll- 

j dren by Jan. 14 ; and secondly, because 
there isn't enough coal to enable keeping 

; ninety other buildings going beyond a few 

. days. 

"The fuel administrators have requested

Measure in Massachusetts Legis- 
lature Would Make Shirkers 
of Civic Duty Cast Ballot or 
Pay a Fine of $5 

Compulsory voting for all citizens, 
thereby e!!!«?»atlns! tlie necessity of 
candidates paying to get voters to the 
polls on election day, is proposed for , 
Massachusetts. With such a system in ! 
operation it is declared it would no 
longer be the rule that elections are 
won by candidates having the largest 
financial resources. 

Citizens would virtually be required 
to take a direct interest In the political 
welfare of their city, State and na- 
tion under the provisions uf a bill to 
be urged in the Massachusetts Legis- 
lature. The sponsor of the plan, Rep- 
resentative Martin of Boston, would 
make all shirkers, those who fail to 
register or to cast their ballot, liable 
to a fine of $5. 

One of the most significant sections 
of the bill would halt the custom of 
individual candidates or political or- 
ganizations providing free transporta- 
tion to the polls, thus placing all 
aspirants for offic<> on an equal foot- 
ing, in this regard. It is stated that 
the lack of a law preventing the em- 
ployment of free transportation had 
much to do with piling up an in- 
creased license vote in several Massa- 
chusetts communities last fall, the 
liquor organization, it is charged, 
IMing many free automobiles and car- 
riages "to go after the vote." 

Equally important is a provision in 
the bill prohibiting the employment 
of precinct workers. When the elec- 
tion contest is close, the average 
voter knows that when he reaches 
his precinct voting booth he, almost 
08 3 Tul9, is accosted by one or more 
precinct workers who solicit bis vote 
for certain candidates. These elec- 
tion workers are said oRen to be paid 
$5 for each election at which they 
serve. Under the Martin bill, pre- 
cinct workers, or any person solicit- 
ing votes, would be liable to fin- s 
ranging from $5 to $500. 

Existing corrupt practice laws in 
Massachusetts are wholly inadequate, 
Mr. Martin believes, and he charges 
that prevailing political procedure 
puts a premium on the selection of 
legislators most unfitted for the re- 
sponsibilities of their public oftice. As 
the Boston representative «ays: 

"The best men in the community 
won't play the game. We must strive 
♦c develop a legislative morale that 
will permit more s 
to run for public office."

Under the br ,.nt statutes the Bob- | 
ton Licensing . oard is not compelled 
i to grant pub! c hearings, and in more 
than one instance when the board has 
seen fit to hold hearings in residential 
sections, it has been declared that the 
overwhelming public opposition to 
granting the license has not kept the 
saloons away from the vicinity of the j 
people's homes.

He pointed out how his church, in 
common and numerous others, has 
reduced the number of meetings, is 
holding services in the vestry and in 
general, economizing on fuel. Scarcely 
a community in Massachusetts has es- 
caped the coal shortage and churches 
. have been among the first to respond, 
I but the saloons, professing to be loyal 
i and patriotic, have done only what 
iiey absolutely have had to do to con-

1 et 
even now many a mayor has no more real equipment for 
his onerous post than would a callow youth taken from 
the football field and placed at the bead of a great steel 
corporation. \\c often covers up his ignorance of his 
duties by following the famous Mr. Bumble's example 
and terrorizing his subordinates. lie not infrequently 
meets the catastrophic fall of the said Mr. Bumble, with 
whom Oliver Twist has made us familiar, and "sells" 
himself, though not in Mr. Rumble's ironic matrimonial 
style, for "six teaspoons, a pair of sugar tongs," and 
other household gods.

h is an inexplicable fact tfi.it, although more than a 
century has elapsed during which chartered cities have 
existed in the United States, municipal government has 
not advanced much beyond the empirical stage. No two 
American cities are quite alike in their governmental 
forms, while the ideal arrangements as to the number, 
kind, and selection of city officials, and the methods of 
City management, have yet to he discovered. Theoreti- 
cally, the council makes the ordinances, and the mayor 
ia directly responsible for their execution, and for the 
appointment of the administrative officials. A change 
of mayor thus implies a disorganization of business by 
a change of the administrative staff, and it is not sur- 
prising that "log-rolling 1 rnd the "spoils" system should 
tiourish like the green bay tree. In short, the charge, so 
Often heard, that a city government is being run for the 
benefit of politicians and of contractors in alliance with 
politicians, is often only too true. Yet the American idea 
in itself is sound enough, so far as it goes: the mayor 
is given well-nigh plenary powers m order that one per- 
son may he held responsible for results, and that efficiency 

may he secured. Th*re is, perhaps, little to be said 
against this idea. But there is a great deal to be said 
against a system which permits the election of inex- 
perienced and untrained men under the influence of ward 
bosses, to direct the manifold and complicated affairs 
of an entire community, only to relinquish the duties a 
few years later, it may be. in obloquy and failure. 

If \vc turn for instruction and enlightenment to Euro- 
pean cities, more especially to those of the Old Country 
from which America drew her earliest models for city 
government, two salient facts will arrest our attention: 
the mayor is rarely, if ever, elected by the people, but is 
t'u? nominee of the city council or aldermen, and he pos- 
sesses no such, autocratic authority as that bestowed upon 
American mayors. The powers of the city are usually 
lodged in the city council, and in England the mayor is 
merelv an unsalaried figurehead, with little more than 
titular authority. But the ]>osition still carries with it 
that distinction and dignity of which nearly every child 
has caught a glimpse in the picturesque story of Dick 
Whittington, ' thrice Lord Mayor of London." ft can- 
not be denied, moreover, that the concrete results of civic 
administration in English cities provide an admirable 
model for transpontine communities. But when we look 
the two antipodal systems, English and American,

SETS PRECEDENT 

"So far aB I know this la the first 
time that suit has ever been brought 
against a city cojlector while In office," 
Collector Curley said yesterday. 

"About a year ago the tax commis- 
sioner began action against former Col- 
lectors Bowdoln S. Parker, Cha^e* 
Brown, Garrett W. ScoIIard, Courtney 
Guild and Nathaniel H. Taylor. Ever 
since that time, I have been doing my 
best to clean up all outstanding taxes 
during the years they held office." 

It became known yesterday afternoon 
the many of the large property owners 
or Boston, including several of the big 
corporations, have noi Jffct paid their 
last year's taxes.

Mr, MaUhcp, »;r.cns BohOP things 

said: 

"The present condition of the execu- 
tive departments of the city of Ucstcn 
| is about as bad as it could be. They 
| have been allowed to sink into a condi- 
tion of utter inefficiency, due principally 
to the ir.compet.sncy of the heads of de- j 
partmenta and to the Indifference end | 
disloyalty to the city of their immediate I 
subordinates. The departments are top j 
' heavy, over manned with deputies, as- j 
sistants, clerks who have nothing to do, 
inspectors who do not inspect, and over- | 
head charges out' of all proportion- to 
the work accomplished. 

"The city government has been ad-, 
ministered as- if its sole object was to i 
obtain everything possible for the prac- 
tical politicians, and as If its motto had 
been: 'After us the deluge.' The trouble j 
as I see it, is not so much with the 
laborers in the lower grades of employ- j 
ment as with the salaried officials in the j 
higher grades; but the employees of the 
city as a whole must cease to regard 
themselves as a privileged class and 
must join in the efforts and sacrifice- 
which nil classes In the nation must, 
make if we are to succeed !n preserving 
the ideals of American democracy. 

Retire Three-Fourths 

"As the Mayor is responsible for the 
administrative part of the city's busi- 
ness the new incumbent of that office, 
will be expected to effect, a thorough re- 
form of the public service. The present 
charter gives him full powers in this 
regard, and the people expect him to 
use these powers. There can be no re- 
vival of efficient city administration 
until the policy of recent years has been 
completely revolutionized and radical 
changes made in the higher administra- 
tive offices.

Peters on Finances 

Mayor-Elect Peters spoke at length. 
After reviewing the many problems he 
refered to the tlnaucial outlook. lie 
said: 

"Gentlemen, you don't expect me to 
be explicit at this time, with my in- 
auguration but a short time away. But 
I feel that I must refer to the financial 
situation which besets us. Conservation 
is the watchword of tin; hour. We arc 
hearing it almost every moment of the 
day. We are enjoined to get along 
with less wheat and less meat and save 
nil we can to buy Liberty bonds. That 
is all very well, but we must carry our 
conservation into ev$ry phase of private 
and public life. 

Amazed at Condition 

"As the new Mayor of Boston, this 
injunction eorass as a demand, We are 
not all students of finance and perhaps 
we pay too little attention to the figures 
that count in city, town and State af- 
fairs. 1 confess hat I am amazed at 
the discoveries of conditions which will 
face me at City Hall during the coming 
year. It is the case, gentlemen, that 
at a time when Boston needs thousands 
and thousands of cdditional revenue to 
meet the demands of the hour, the city 
will start upon the I'minc'cl year with 
less revenue than it had during the 
preceding year. 

"The new State law which Imposes 
the collection of taxes on intangibles 
by the State, for the first time in force 
this year, will mean a « eduction based 
on city valuation of tne amount that 
may be appropriated according to isw, 
for' strictly city purposes of $17i,i'M>.c'. 
That may not seem to you a serious 
handicap, but with a freer analysis o 
the conditions, keeping in mind the fact 
that Boston's total expenditure this 
year has been 136,000,000 and that a> 
that the Mayor has power over from 
the tax levy is about (16,000,000 and of 
thai JM.OOO.OOO more than (10,000,000 must 
be used for payrolls, pensions and an- 
nuities, you are apt to sense the situa- 
tion, and to appreciate my difficulties."

' attorney who has been giving the mat- 

i te* study and consideration. This 

lawyer went so far as to question 

whether such a use of the public 

i money might not even be construed as 

| a violation of the law. At all events, 

this man declared, the proposition as 

i it now stands is unwise and altogether 

untimely. 

This attorney said that the sheriff 
is paid his salary as sheriff and he 
draws another because he acts as jail- 
er and that this is all the law provides 
so far as his search of the law had 
revealed. He argued that free rent, 
sustenence and service as gratuities 
would be additional compensation to 
his salary anu he said he had found no 
such nrovision in the laws. 

Section 18, Chapter 23 of the Re- 
vised Laws of Massachusetts (1902) 
rovides for the payment of a salary 



of $3000 a year to the sheriff of Suf 
folk County, Section 19, same chap- 
. ter, reads: "A sheriff who himself per- 
forms the duties of jailer or master of 
the House of Correction may receive 
in addition to his salary as sheriff, the 
compensation established by law for 
such services^' but no more than $1000 
a year." 

Section ;">, chapter 20 reads: "Each 
county, except Suffolk, shall provide 
suitable courthouses, jails, houses of 
correction, iire-'proof offices and other 
necessary public buildings for the use 
of the county ..." ' 

Section 7: "The city of Boston shall 
provide the public buildings necessary 
for the use of the County of Suffolk 
I and pay all county charges except as 
I hereinafter provided." 
I Those are the laws pointed out by 
I this attorney which certain to the 
' vr-r::;:c;::'.aiions for i.iie uherifl of this 
county and the duties of the City 
Council, acting as county commis- 
sioners, in the erection of public and 
official buildings. Then he refers to 
the following specific laws appertain- 
ing to (he warden of State's prison: 
Section 11, Chapter 223: "The war- 
den and deputy warden shall reside 
constantly within the precincts of the 
prison. . . ." 

It was pointed out that nothing, so 
far as found, directs the sheriff or 
jailer to live in the jail. 

Section 19, Chapter 223, .<ays: "The 
officers of tho prison shall receive 
the following salaries: The warden 
$4000. ...

COUNCILMEN VISIT 
SHERIFFS' HOUSE 



Proposal to Build $17,500 Resi- 
dence at Suffolk County Jail 
Seems to Be Viewed With 
Growing Opposition 



.Members of the Boston City Council 
Committee on Inspection of Prisons 
made their annual Inspection of the 
Charles Street jail on Friday and sev- 
eral members of the party examined 
into the proposition to erect a new 
sheriff's house at the corner of Fruit 
and Chambers streets at an estimated 
cost of $17,000. Sheriff John A. Keli- 
her, when asked why he asked for the 
new sheriff's residence, declared that 
the law provides that the sheriff be 
"kept" by the county, and that "the 
providing of a sheriff's residence has 
been construed as part of that pro- 
vision." When reminded that attor- 
neys in Boston working on the propo- 
sition had not been able to find a law 
requiring county commissioners to 
erect a residence for the sheriff, 
Sheriff Keiiher insisted that it was "a 
moot question." 



The Hherut escorted the party 
through the sheriff's house and told ot 
how he desires the city council, act- 
ing as county commissioners, to pro- 
vide the money and to empower him to 
raze that part of the jail structure and 
rebuild on the site a modern adminis- 
tration, hospital and dining hall build- 
ing. The sheriff took the ground that 
the Sheriffs house was merely inci- 
dental and that It should be built if 
the present structure is razed. 

The sheriff, incidentally stated that 
he was not living in the sheriff's house. 
He declared that the house was for 
him, however, and that if council voted 
to raze the building and build a hos- 
pital, it should provide a sheriffs 
house The tenor of the official argu- 
ment for the $17,500 sheriff's house 
which manv believe will cost more 
than that sum should be built, was 
that it is custom and right and a part 
of the general improvement plan for 
the institution. 

One of the members of the council 
who bad voted for the proposition pri- 
vately admitted that he was changing 
his opinion with regard to the sher- 
iff's house and that he would not be 
surprised if oilier councumen changed 
their ideas. He said the jail hospital 
proposition and the sheriff's house 
were two distinct problems and that 
they should be separated and voted 
upon separately by the council. 

It was evident that former Mayor 
.Matthews' statement of Thursday 
night at the Boston City Club was in 
the thoughts of some of the council-' 
men.

"The Germans and their allies, personi- 
fying the autocratic spirit in contrast with 
the pure democracy of Serbia, have pur- 
sued a dual policy of world domination. 
With their arms they hoped to obtain two 
remits— conquer the rich countries of the 
Balkans, of Palestine and Mesopotamia, 
and uproot democracy. 

"Bethmann-Uolweg and Count Beivhtokl 
chose that moment for the exec.'.tion of 
their designs of conquest because they be- 
lieved that Russia was unprepared and 
France too paralyzed to oppose their pol- 
icy, while they trusted at the same time 
to win England by buying her complicity 
with a part of Belgian Congo. 

"Germa.n autocracy has manifested It- 
self not only in domestic but also in 
international affairs. You surely remem- 
ber the declaration of the German For- 
eign Minister ilerr von Jagow, to the dis- 
tinguished. French ambassador in Berlin, 
Monsieur Jules Cambon. that.

"This madness has without any doubt 
grown since the day on which ihe 1'iesiccnt 
of the United States, the worthy successor 
of Washington and Lincoln, cast the sword 
of this country into the balance between 
autocracy and democracy, between the 
brutal domination and the freedom of na- 
tions, equal alike in his and in your mind, 
for the large as well as for the small na- 
tions. Glorious in the history of your coun- 
try, this day will be commemorated in the 
annals of humanity as marking a new 
epoch In the evolutions of mankind. The 
allied nations have greeted with cheerful 
joy the resolution of your Igreat democracy 
no longer to postpone your intervention in 
this struggle. No one of them has been 
happier over this day than unfortunate 
Serbia.

This animal was one of the most 
valuable in 'In- city collection:' The 
leopard's skin Is now being cured and 
will be sent to John H. Dillon, chairman 
of the park and recreation department 
It is estimated that it will bring more 
than S f 00 to the i ity. 

Not long api an ocelot died. lie was 
also a pneumonia victim. His pelt is 
now In cold storage in a refrigerator at 
Franklin Park. 

Actins Curator Anthony McNealy and 
several veterinarians are at present 
making every effort to >>vn the life of 
a 1-year-Old cub lion, taken down with 
pneumonia. This animal is known by 
the name of "Mark Antony," and is on* 
of a trio presented to the city by Mrs. 
Mabel Hunt Slater of Beacon siroe'.. 

A number of other animals are suffer- 
ing with minor illnesses. Despite the 
csre i4ivin them, several monkeys have 
died. Animal experts say the monkey 
Is one of the most susceptible to winter 
diseases of ail animals. Attendants at 
the zoo have been espet tally busy look- 
ing after ailing animals of this species. 

The loo has bu. n supplied with a 
minimum amount of heat because of tho 
coal shortage, and the park and reerea-- 
tlun de.inrtrnepi. hag lieen nperatins: ail 
its ouiiainBs in tne interest ot coal con- 
servation.

Against Serbia tlie- 
first, blow in the war was siiiieis. i 
The Austro Hungarian government;

And the plan was hacked by the 
tiennan government, in order to ex-!. 
Clude Russian influence from the 
Balkan peninsula and begin the es- 
tablishment of a middle-Europe un- 
der Hohenzollern sway. Tho origin 
of the war is not to be found In the 
murder of the lioir to the Austrian 
throne, at Sarajevo in Bosnia. That 
crime was merely used as a pretext 
for the monstrous ultimatum ad- 
dressed to Serbia. There was not 
uJio atom ot evidence that the Ser- 
bian government had anything what- 
ever to do wilh the assassination. 
Racially the assassins were Serbs, 
but they were not Serbians. They 
were Bosr.iaks, natives of Bosnia and 
Austrian subjects. There is no more 
reason to believe that they were , 
instigated by Belgrade than that 
they were paid by Vienna. 

The conduct of Serbia in her time : 
of persecution was brave and honor- 
able. First, she agreed to yield all 
that was demanded of her in the 1 
ultimatum, except the one point, of 
Austrian police participation in Ser- 
bian courts. Then, when the pre- 
meditated war was declared, she 
fought with a heroism beyond a'i 
praise. In tho first campaign bet- 
small army vanquished the great 
Austrian army of invasion, compel- 
ling it, to g" back across toe Danube. 
Not until the German military aw- 
chine was brought on the seme, and 
King Constantino of Greece refused 
in fulfil the treaty obligations of 
alliance with Serbia, and the Fox of 
the Balkans flung his Bulgarians on 
her flank, was the gallant li'Me na- 
tion overcome — her lands devastated 
ttnd stripped of cattle and crops, her 

civil population outraged and massa- 
cred, and the remnant of her army 
driven through the wilds of Albania

Laws of Massachusetts (1902) provides for 
the payment of a salary of $8000 a year to 
the sheriff of Suffolk County. Section 10, 
same chapter reads: "A sheriff who him- 
self performs the duties of jailer or master 
of the house of correction may receive in 
addition to his salary as sheriff, the com- 
pensation established by law for such 
.services but no more than $HKK1 a year, j 
' Section 5. Chapter 20, reads: "Bach 
count v, except Suffolk, shall provide suit- 
Lble courthouses, jails, houses of o>r- 
rection, fireproof offices and other neces- ; 
aary public buildings for the use of the 
county ..••'' Section 7: "The city 
of Boston shall provide the public buildings 
'necessary for the use of the County of 
Suffolk and pay all county charges except 
as hereinafter provided." 

These are the laws pointed out by 
lawyers which pertain to the compensa- 
tion's for the sheriff of this county and tht 
duties of the City Council, acting as county 
commissioners, in the erection of pubnc 
and official buildings. 

The following specific laws appertaining

light and fuel, leads lawyers at City Hall 
to believe their omission In regard to the 
sheriff was no oversight but that it was 
intentional on the wart of the law makers.

"The committee earnestly hopes that 
the Fuel Administrator will see his 
way clear to furnifih enough to keep 
the schools going, even if it is a day- 
to-day process.

Chairman Lee Says Coal Will Be 
Received Before Time Comes to 
Shut Out Pupils — Opposes the

There is little chance that schools' "that 
hare been open during; the coal short- 
age will be closed for a period of 
months as suggested by Mayor Curley 
yesterday. The schools having coal in 
♦heir cellars sufficient to ensure their 
being opet for some time will be kept 
open as usual. The only schools likely 
to he closed on Monday are those jn 
which there is less than three days' 
rupply of coal. The Idea thai, was ex- 
pressed by the Mayor that the schools 
could be liept closed through tho win- 
ter months and open during the slim- 
mer does not meet with the approval of 
Joseph Lee, chairman of the school 
committee. 

Mr. Lei is of the opinion that It would 
be unwisr. to attempt any such idea 
end Is strongly In favor of leaving the 
matter for the determination of the 
new school committee, which will meet 
8> week from Monday, 

He is also of the opinion that ways 
will be Sjsoovared to get coal to Bos- 
ton schools, and thus prevent, any such 
drastic action being absolutely neces- 
sary. 

"There are many things that must he 
considered In this matter." said Mr. 
Lee. "I am not convinced that It is 
necessary to close schools at this tlme : 
and have them open in the summer. 
•months. That Idea would operate 
against many pupils continuing their 
studies. It wouid offer an excuse for 
those not keen to continue to go into 
business. ar<i once t'. work 1; has l>er-n 
found ,that a very small percentage 
ever return to take up their studies 
where they left off. 

Would Shorten Education 

"Then there Is the doubt about the. 
scheme being successful In the summer 
time for other reasons. The principal 
f«fir. however, is that pupils over M 
years' of ase wwU cat -.i-.zrz ths?' 
education. Another feature Is that the

The uncovered expense accounts of the Bos- 
ton municipal campaign reveal no scandal at all 
comparable to the Mitehel scandal in New York. 
And ye! they, too, are disquieting. 

There is no need to assume nor is there any- 
thing to prove that the $75,000 spent upon the 

election »f Andrew J. Peters conceals a eorrupt 
intent upon the part of candidate or contrib- 
utors. The presumption and the belief are all 
the other way. Mr. Peters is not corrupt, nor

There is if we are willing to take it. Hut 
first it is important to recognize frankly that .a 
iarge expenditure is required to bring the is- 
sues and the personalities in a campaign to the 
due attention of the voters. 
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■*> »> a fanciful ooncept of idealists that tho 
office seeks the man. On rare occasions, in 
times of emergency, where peculiar fitness is sc 
clear that everybody is conscious of it, a par- 
ticular man may be marked by public opinion 
for drafting for an essential public duty. 

But in the great run of instances the office 
has to be Bought and sought diligently, and the 
«hief point to be determined is whether a wise 
choice can be induced among the voters, who 
have to be aroused from a condition of engross- 
ment with their personal affairs. 

It ia not a crime or a discredit, but a public 
service, to run for office. Yet it is n& desirable 
or fair that, eligibility for this service should be 
limited to men who have large pocketbocks of 
their own or access to large- pocketbooks, be- 
longing to others. ff\ je » 

The cost of informing an electorate as to 
the issues and the qualifications of the candi- 
dates for a public office is a PUBLIC COST, 
which the people must eventually pay. If they 
pay it directly, in the first instance, under law's 
which define what campaign expenses may be 
and which provide for the payment of those 
expenses from the public treasury as a part of 
the costs of government, the chances are that 
| they will not be so likely to have to pay much 
larger costs indirectly through the perversion 
of government to private investors in privilege. 
The late Tom Johnson, who made Cleve- 
land one of our most democratic cities, did not 
live to see the costs of political campaigns as- 
sessed openly and frankly upon the public 
treasury, so that all men could see and know 
and share the processes of political advance- 
ment. But there grew out of his leadership a 
custom which has much to commend it. 

In the last campaign which Newton D 
Baker, our Secretary of War, conducted while 
' Mayor of Cleveland, a tent was Ditched in a 
| convement place and nightly, for weeks before 
| the election, heads of the various city depart - 
! ments appeared on a platform, with the aid of 
| diagrams and pictures, to giv<j a detailed ae- 
| counting of what they had been doing with the 
I taxpayers' money, and to submit to cross ex- 
amination. 

The substance of these explanations was 
afterward brought together in an illustrated 
pamphlet, which constituted a municipal his- 
tory of the preceding two years, and a copy 
of this pamphlet was placed In the hands of 
every voter in the city. 

This was done by private contribution. It 
"SfWtt better have been done at public cost, with 
provision for the iuNortio?;. of opposing arffu- 
ments. Were it so done, under safeguards of 
law which should debar no considerable element 



.in the community from bringing its views to 

the attention of the public, and which should 

restrict the lawful outlay of a campaign to 

I clearly defined limits of publicity, a long step 

! would be taken away from dependence upon 

! private wealth for the financing of political 

aspi rations. 

We simply suggest some such method in 
the hope of inducing serious-minded citizens to 
give thought to this problem. 

All of us want our Mayors and our Gov- 
ernors and our Presidents to be beholden to no 
special interest. 

All of us expect of them public service 
brave, fair and free. 

Many of us are quick to impute to them un- 
; worthy motives if we suspect that, wealthy con- 
; tributors to their campaign expenses are gain- 
j ing undue access to their 'jounciis. 

But we do nothing to modify the system 
under which it is in most instances absolutely 
necessary for them to be elected by the aid of 
large campaign funds collected by private sub- 
scriptions, in which the large pocketbooks can 
hardly fail to play an undue part. 

It, is UNJUST TO COMPLAIN of men 
j elected by this system if we MAKE NO EF- 
FORT to improve the system. 

It is for us to install a BETTER SYSTEM 
if we arc sincere in our wish to free the path- 
way to political advancement so that ability 
and character, though poor, shall not be at a 
disadvantage. 

It means that it is going to take" an extra 
gnp on the new Mayor's sense of propriety to 
keep him from inclining with favoritism toward 
those who thought so well of him while he was 
a candidate that they were willing to pour 
•arg-e sums into his campaign treasury 

It means a subtle and most undemocratic 
distinction between the political status of those 
who gave these generous contributions and the 
political status of those who were not able to 
give or were not willing to give. 

Mayor Peters, we have not the slightest' 
hemtttcy En believing, will not himself 
swottsjy draw any such distinction.

$17,500 with which to build a new 

home for the Suffolk County sheriff. 
Several of the members admitted dur- 
ing the argument held in executive 
committee that they had found do 
law for such proceeding, it was held 
that "custom" warranted their v^'.lng 
away this money which the people 
will have to pay. The $17,600 was 
voted with full knowledge that when 
Andrew .1. Peters becomes Mayor of

STRANDWAY WORK 
PROCEEDS SLOWLY 

South Boston Project T Which 

Has Cost $320,793 to Date 

Is Not Likely to Be Com- 
pleted for Two Years or More 



Work mi the Bouth Boston Strand- 
way Is proceeding very slowly these 
days. The big dredges of the New

wholesale discharge of employees m 
the city of Boston on Jan. 22, 1916, 
and the recent discharges in the city 
of Lowell, Mr. Kennedy said Thursday 
evening, led him to draw up Ibis bill. 
it provides a prompt inexpensive ap- 
peal for discharged city or town em- 
ployees direct to the State Civil Serv- 
ice Commission instead of to the dis- 
trict courts, as at present provided. 

Because of the extra duties involved 
hrough the hearing of appeals from 

ill over the Stale, the bill provider 

that the chairman of the board of the 

Civil Serviie Commission receive $5000 
a year instead of $3500, as at present, 
and the I wo other commissioners re- 
ceive $4500 each instead of $2000 each, 
as at present. 

"Discharges from municipal position 
are nine times out of ten for political 
or religious reasons no matter how 
they be disguised," said Mr. Kennedy. 
"I know for I was a city employee for 
many years. The bill for which I have 
petitioned covers all city and town 
employees under civil service regula- 
tions. The first appeal from discharge, 
must- be made to the Official who is- 
sued the discharge. The appeal must 
be made wHhin three days from the 
time of u.schai'ge or suspension. 
Within five days the petitioner would 
have a»publie hearing where he can be 
represented by counsel. The appoint- 
ing power shall render a decision on 
the appeal in Ihree days and if the 
decision is adverse to the petitioner. 
Hie appointing power must iile with 
the Civil Service Commission within 
three days after such decision is ren- 
dered a copy of the reasons for the 
removal or discharge. 

"If the decision is adverse to the 
petitioner, that employee may, within 
three days, petition to the Civil Serv- 
ice Commission for a public hearing, 
which must be accorded him within 
five days from his request. This hear- 
ing shall be conclusive as to the estab- 
lishing .,f the facts '" "ie case. The 
final decision of the commission may 
be appealed by either appointing 
power or' employee to the Supreme: 
Judicial Court on matters of law alone, 
and it shall 'he the duly of the Attor- 
ney-General to defend the decision i.'f 
the commission." 

Mr. Kennedy's bill clothes the Civil 
Service Commission with power to 
order the reinstatement of men ille- 
gally discharged. He said that at 
present Hie commission can Order a 
man's discharge if he has been ille- 
gally appointed, but that ft is power- 
less to order bis reinstatement If he 
has been illegally discharged.

The likeness between 'he reelection ol 
Mayor Curley and that of Mayor Hylan 
in New York Is continued atler election In 
the tone of the former's lnaugure 1 address 
Like Mayor Hylan, Mr. Curley is a cham- 
pion of "home rule," and wants tl:e. Legis- 
lature to cease its "undue, unwarranted 
and unwelcome, interference with Boston 
in tile conduct of its own business." The 
chief difference between the two cases Is 
that in New York tho Legislature has its 
scat a hundred and fifty miles away from 
the metropolis, to a region which the

States have collectively invested It with 
such superiority. The nation did not cre- 
ate and charter the States, as the Stat" did 
the cities. On the contrary, tho St-AeaJ 
existed before 'he npiton, and the nation; 
came into legal existence as the creation 
of the Slates. That is a fact which can- 
not be too, clearly kept in mind, even by 
the strongest upholders of national sov- 
ereignty against exaggerated notions of 
Stale rights. It is a fact of history that 
the States were first, before either the 
e'tiis on the one hand and the nation on 
the othe- The State was the original unit 
of Govt . tent, which, subdivided Itself to 
form co i: i, towns and cities, and which 
joined ltse . with Us fellow States to torn 
the United States. And so the city on the 
one hand has only the powers which the 
State gives it In its charter, and the na- 
tional uovernmei". on the other hand, has 
only the powers which the States collec- 
tively gave, it f-.nd give it in the Constitu- 
tion. 

The one supreme point of contrast re- 
lates to the duration of the powers be- 
stowed by the State. In the case of tl'.o 
city, the charter is granted by the State 
alone, by one. single State, and it therefore 
may be modified or -evoked at the will of 
that one State. In the case of cbe nation, 
the Constitution was made and adopted 
hv all the States, collectively, as a contract 
to which they all were ec,ual a:ties, and 
it therefore cannot be abrogated save by 
tho consent of all. 

The rule of common sense which should 
apply 'n both cases is obvious. In the 
case of the States and tho naticn, the 
States should mserve for themselves all 
matters which pertain exclusive!? to them- 
selves and which do not affect tho general 
welfare ->f the nation, while all which du 
pertain to the general welfare are properly 
to bo referred to tho r.atloi al Government. 
Similarly in the rase of th« State and the 
City, the State may well glvo to tho city 
home rule In all matters which are purely 
(local in their bearing and do not affect 
the welfare of other municipalities or of 
the State in general, and which, of ccurae, 
do not involve .hose fundamental princi- 
ples of law and Justice w* ich mus be uni- 
form throughout .'he State.

At the outset he 
referred to the "misunderstand- 
ings" between the retiring mayor 
and the finance commission as to 
the financial condition of the city 
He suggests that expert account- 
ants be employed to determine the 
facts. No one can object to such 
a plan, although it would seem to 
be a work of supererogation, in 
view tf all the investigations here- 
tofore made, provided the purpose 
shall be the precis^ ascertainment 



of facts and not the support of any 
predetermined policy. The sugges- 
tion that the Boston planning board 
be enlarged to include representa- 
tives of a large number of organi- 
zations would seem to violate the 
primary purpose of the board, which 
has to do with the physical im- 
provement of the city both in sur- 
face layout and architectural devel- 
opment, it is a question if the 
institutions now at Long Island are 
not better located there for the per- 
formance of their appointed tasks 
than they would be on the mainland, 
and only careful scrutiny can settle 
whether the island site would be 
'ideal" for that modern prison which 
the state must have tu replace the 
antiquated institution at Charles- 
town.

Speaker Young's Address 

•'I have as high respect for the chad 
jitter and ability of the gentleman who 
has offered (this order as 1 have of any 
member of 'Ihe House," said Speaker 
Young In opening, "and If my remarks 
disclose some resentment it is not to- 
ward him, but toward the Hon James 
M. Curley, Mayor of Boston, at whose 
request this order was introduced. 

"It Is an unusual thing lor me in 
leave the chair and address the House 
personally. ,but I feel the importance 



of this situation and the gravity of the 
charges made by Mr Curley demand u 
reply In behalf of the membership ot' 
this body, and 1 believe It my duty to 
.undertake ttie task. 

"I oppose the passage of ibis order 
for two reasons. First, be.cause.lt raises 
no legal question upon which there is 
any room for doubt in the minds of men 
familiar with American Constitutions.,. 
law; and, second, because it Is couched 
in phraseology so devised as to make 
its adoption practically an admission 
by this House that '.he General Court 
of Massachusetts is for sale. 

•■Mr Curlov has filled the air with 
charges of fraud, bribery and corrup- 
tion on the Part of private citizens and 
public officials, and recently has cen-' :

Speaker Young ShowsTIow 

Taxes Must Jump if 

Curley Prevails 

'EDITOR' FITZGERALD 
DISCUSSES HIMSELF 



By THOMAS CARENS 

Speaker Benjamin Loring Young 
of the House yesterday made public 
some interesting figures, which show 
just how much the cities and towns 
of Greater Boston will be called upon 
to pay in ordeT that James M. Curley 
may not hav» to fulfill too literally 
his campaign pledge to "get the five- 
cent fare back or resign." 

At Thursday's hearing; before the 
rules committee, Young and Represen- 
tative Kenry D. Shattuck drew from 
Corporation Counsel E. Mark Sullivan 
an admission that the deficit to be as- 
sessed on the cities and towns under 
the Curley plan would not be less than 
$10,000,000 In' tW first year. The best 
opinion Is that the deficit will be nearer 
$16,000,000, but Young Is willing to ac- 
cent Sullivan's figures for the purposes 
of comparison. 

Would Lower Boston's Share 

The 1918 deficit, which created such 
a storm of protest, was assessed on the 
cities and towns In proportion to the 
number of passengers carried In each 
T.-unlclpsllty. This was the fairer 
method, it was reasoned at that time, 
because some of the cities, such as 
Chelsea, Maiden, Everett, Arlington and 
Watertown, were served by the Bay 
State lines rs well as the Klrvated. 
The Curley deficit would be assesse.o 
on the basis of population, which would

Commissioners 
O'Meara and Curtis, in turn, were under 
serious pressure to remove him. but both 
Insisted on retaining him, and because 
of his knowledge of the duties of the 
office he became known as the com- 
missioner's "right arm." Neither Com-

Allen undoubtedly selected Devlin for 
»,ls ability as a lawyer, but he must have 
known thut the selection would give 
rise to comment. It Is generally ac- 
cepted, for Instance, that Allen will op- 
pose Cov. Cox for the Republican nomi- 
nation for Governor. It is iilso known 
that Commissioner Wilson was Cox's 
personal selection for the vacancy 
caused by the death of Commissioner 
Curtis. Naturally there Is some specula- 
tion. 

'Editor" Fitzgerald 
Discusses Candidacy 

In the current Issue of the Boston 
■Republic, Editor John F. Fitzgerald 
writes with some feeling and with an 
abundance of figures a discussion of 
Candidate John F. Fitzgerald's attempt 
to obtain the Democratic nomination 
for Governor. The discussion is un- 
doubtedly prompted by the prndiiral 
manner in which Mayor James M. Cur- 
ley has recently been "hooking" the 
nomination which Fitzgerald seeks, and 
the attempts by Curley and his min- 
ions to belittle Fitzgerald.

It was The Telegram which brought about the legislative 
inquiry at the State House a year ago, and it was The Tele- 
gram which asked the district attorney to present to the 
grand jury the evidence brought out at that hearing. 

This much the district attorney h?,£ started to do. It is 
not for The Telegram to tell the district attorney or the grand 
jury how to conduct the investigation in detail; but The Tele- 
gram believes that to get to the bottom of the matter, there 
should be an audit of the books in "State Street," to show 
to what extent legislators considering Elevated measures 
gambled in Elevated stock. 

If the district attorney has not the money to spend for 
such an audit, The Boston Telegram herewith offers to pay 
for the services of competent, certified accountants.

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SUBURBS FIGHT . 
FIVE-CENT FARE 
PLAN AS UNJUST 

Taxpayers Declared Victims Un- 
der Proposal Advocated by 

Mayor Curley

Assailing the 5-cent fare petition of 
James M. Curley. Mayor of Boston, as 
"dangerously socialistic and commu- 
nistic." its referendum provision as 
"specious and unfair" and its taxation 
plan as "unsound and un.iiist." H. L. 
Bout>vell, cit.v solicitor of Maiden, 
epitomised the arguments brought 
against, the bill by many speakers 
appearing before the Committee on 
Rules of the Massachusetts House of 
Representatives today. 

Practically all of the suburban 
communities were represented by of- 
ficials of the local government or the 
Segal representative of the com- 
munity. The fundamental- argument 
of all' was directed against the added 
tax burden which would be levied on 
the cities ann towns iiiiOu fc n mc .« 
sessment of the deficit arising from a 
5-cent fare upon the taxpayers of the 
communities. 

Tiibllc Ownership Songhl 

The issue was further complicated 
bv the receipt by the committee of two 
petitions filed by the New England 
Newspaper Publishing Company (Bos- 
ton American). One petition provides 
for public ownership of the Boston 
Elevated through purchase by the 
State of outstanding shares at not 
more than «90 a share. The second 
petition would facilitate the reduction 
of fares by relief from state taxes. 
corporate franchise taxes, removal of 
snow costs, City of Boston subway 
rentals and Cambridge tunnel ren- 
tals. Thi3 measure provides that the 
saving resulting should be applied to 
no other purpose than the lowering 
of *he fare. As chairman of the rom- 
mittes, B. Loring Young, Speaker of 
the House, announced that these peti- 
tions would be taken up at the eom-

Curley bill. 

Representative John W. Met ormack 
of Boston, petitioner for the 5-ccnt 
fare bill and member of the Rules 
Committee, did the bulk of the ques- 
tioning for the committee. He at- 
tempted to record the opinion of 
nearly every speaker on the question 
of levying the cost of transportation

tion. The replies evoked were largely 
"against the proposition. 

The first speaker against the bill 
was Paul M. White, town counsel ofi 
Arlington. He recorded the town 
ar-'nst the bill on the ground of the 
increase in the tax rate which would 
result He said that Arlington is 
"£t*ely " residential community and 
that the'burden would fall heavily on 
tho small householder. His views 
were" seconded by C. H. Forsyth, rep- 
resenting the Arlington Board of 
Trade. 

Mayor'" Authority Questioned 

As Chairman of Selectmen of 
.BrooHitte, ■Charier F. Rowley re- 



corded the unanimous opposition or. 
the board. He inquired by what right 
the Mavor of Boston had declared it 
his duty to^-epresent the Metropolitan 
district in this matter without rc- 
'questing authority to represent it 
from its component parts. He as- 
serted that if the bili was brought IB 
"after careful study," as the Mayor 
.•aid it was, it naturally would be 
assumed that, it was evolved through 
|long co-operative study by the com- 
munities of the district. No such 
study was given, he said. 

Mr. Rowley attacked the taxation 
phase of the bill, pointing out that 
the man paying taxes on a $0,000 
property would he assessed an added 
'$100, or 2000 nickel fares. He as- 
serted that, "in contrast with what 
one pays for a, shoe shine or soda 
water transportation is the cheapest 
thing we have today." In response 
to questions from Mr. McCormack. 
Mr. Rowley declared that he believed 
that subways should be considered, 
as underground highways and main- 
tained, as such, by general taxation. 

The Mayor and City Council of 
Maiden were recorded in opposition 
by Qity Solicitor Boutwell on three 
COUUtS. He asserted that, "the funda- 
mental principle involved in the bill 
is dangerously socialistic and commu- 
nistic; the whole taxation proposition 
is unfair and unsound; the referen- 
dum plan is specious." He declared 
that the policy laid down four years 
ago was for service at cost and now a 
plan is advanced for service at one- 
half of cost. 

Maiden Has Paid Heavily 

More than $300,000 was paid by 
Maiden on account of the trolley sys- 
tem during the past 10 years, Mr. 
Boutwell said. An added dollar went 
on the tax rate gt a result of the tak- 
ing away of revenue to the city from 
the road by the 191S act. Turning to 
the proposed tax plan under the bill, 
;he said that the state and city tax or, 
the basis of valuation, but this peti- 
tion would levy by population, "which 
• means that ihe poorest cities will pay 
ahe most." The bill is proposed, Mr. 
(Boutwell declared, with (lie purpose of 
'relieving Boston of all it can get away 
from and putting the burden on the 
suburbs. 

Attacking the referendum provision, 
Mr. Boutwell pointed out that the city 
of Boston can marshal enough votes 
to defeat a combined adverse vote in 
the outlying communities. He as- 
serted that the 5-cent fare is wanted, 
[but wanted in a reasonable way. 

Chelsea is in a somewhat different 
position, declared "Edward E. Willard, 
State Representative from that district. 
There are two lines in from that city, 
the Eastern Massachusetts and the 
Boston Elevated. He inquired how 
the man who used the former line' 
WOOld stand if the proposed hill went 
through, and answered his question 
by asserting that the man who trav- 
eled on the Eastern Massachusetts 
would have to pay a lO-centbfare and 
contribute to give his fellow towns- 
man a 5-cent far on the EJevated. 

Extension to Rents Suggested 
Thousands of people who come Into 
the section from outside would he 
benefited at, the expense of the tax*- 
puwrs, Mr. Willard declared. Ho 
asserted that tiie proposition might 
be extended further, for example to 
rents which he declared to be fully 
as serious a problem. 



He said that the citizen* are negife 
jilng to realize that "the taxpayer.!* 
the goat: whatever, happens, and ins*.

Tho position of the City of Newton 
was voiced by Joseph W. Bartlett, city 
solicitor; Thomas W. White, chair- 
man of the finance committee of the 
City Council; and Phillip Nichols, 
member of the Board of Aldermen. 
Mr. Bartlett opposed a proposition 
under which the taxpayers of Newton 
would be assessed $150,000 for the 
car riders of Boston. He also ob- 
jected to the referendum provision. 
Schools Would Be Penalized 

Mr. White pointed out that, Newton's 
already has one tottering trolley sys-J 
tern on its hands In the Middles** 
and Boston Street Railway Company. 
He asserted that under the Curley bill 
the city would have to find new 
sources of revenue or cut wages in 
city departments and in the schools. 
I As a member of the taxation com- 
mittee of the Bo .ton Chamber of Com- 
merce as well as an official of the 
City of Newton, Mr. Nichols went at 
length into the taxation phase of the 
question. He pointed out that only 
15 per cent of the citizens oil Newton I 
.ever use the trolleys of Uie Boston 
Elevated, The majority travel on the' 
^team railroads and a large propor-i 
tion of the 15 per cent use the trolleyl 
system only occasionally. J 

It. is now proposed to tax the house- 
holder from $25 to $50 tor the benefit i 
of these few. This tax would fall on; 
real estate, which is the easiest form 
of levy to pass on and of the most im- 1 
mediate effect on the taxpayer. j 

/one System Advocated 

Prof. E. B, Lincoln of the Harvard 
Graduate School of Rusiness Admin- 1 
islration. and a member of the com-) 
mittec on public utilities of the Bos- j 
ton Chamber of Commerce, suggested 
consideration of other means of re- 
ducing fares. "I think the zone sys- 
tem, which is in use In practically 
every largo city in the world outside ! 
of the United States, might well he! 
tried out," he said. He regarded the j 
rpreaent bill as inexpedient, and in- 
equitable. "It is not up to the State! 
to support a particular form of traa's-' 
'portation," he said. "It, is true that i 
[the State does .and should provide 
[highways for transportation, and par- 
maps that might well include the sub- 
[ways, but that docs not mean that 
jthu state should provide the Means 
;of transportation." 

Representative Brier asked the 
speaker if he thought it just that the i 
car riders be required to pav to re-i 
build a bankrupt railroad. "It wv ' 
necessary to provide adequate depre- 
elation, was! the reply. "The fliehj 
depreciation now is due to the inabil- 
ity before to provide for rehabilitatfoil 
under a 5-cent fare. As a matter of 
fact the depreciation charged off now 
i:i not as high as in many systems in 
the country." " 

Elmer K. Spear, city solicitor of 
Everett, questioned tho constitution, 
ality of the bill.

In the brief space of forty-eight hours 160,000 people 
signed the petition distributed by the Boston American. The 
size of that demand has no parallel here. We doubt if such 
proportions ever were reached in any city in this country. We 
can state this with authority because our readers know we 
have always been active in the past to ascertain the will and 
sentiment of the public. 

There may be honest differences of opinion in the com- 
munity as to how the reduction can best be obtained, but there 
is not one shred of doubt that the sentiment that something 
ought to be done, and ought to be done at this session of the 
Legislature, is very nearly unanimous. 

The petition was addressed to Governor Cox, President 
Allen of the Senate, Speaker Young of the House and to the 
members of the Senate and House because the remedy lies in 
their hands alone. Nothing that the Mayor of Boston or the 
officials of the adjoining cities and towns or the publ.o 
trustees of the road can do will result in reducing the fares to 
the point demanded by the public. The situation can be ad- 
justed alone by the officials at the State House.

Another illustration of the man-

was disclosed today by Mayor Curley 
when he announced that he had re- 
ceived notice that, beginning today, 
all cities or towns In which there ->re 
Elevated lines must hear the burden 
f upkeep of that fectlon of the 



streets on which rails urn laid. A 
similar notice was received ny Mayor 
Qultin of Cambridge. 

The notice is based on the legisla- 
tive act of 1807, which provides that, 
:\t the end of 25 years — that is today 
- -all maintenance work on streets on 
which the Li lines are laid, work of 
re-const ruction and construction must 
be borne by the cities in which the 
L operate. In Boston, Mayor Curley 
said, this would amount, to abouti 
tf.no, noo yearly. 

Upon receipt of the notice Mayor 
Curley had a conference with Corpo- 
ration Cot. nsel K. Mark Sullivan and 
Joseph A. Kourke, commissioner of 
public works. 

"The law department." said Mayor 
Curley. "has been Instructed to study 
the situation and we will try to 
ascertain some way to be relieved of 
this burden which was not antici- 
pated.

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Mayor Curley Listens to Protest 
New Jewish Cemetery and AnnotB 
That He Will Veto City Council 0»d« 

There was pronounced joy among _the 
throe hundred or more citizens ol we»i 
Roxbury assembled in the old Aldernumci 
Chamber, City Hall, today, when Mayor 
Curley announced, at the end of a purine 
hearing, that he would veto the order ol 
the City Council which permitted the Mt. 
Lebanon Association to establish a cemetery 
on Baker street. 

"The Question of the necessity of this 
proposed cemetery is not before me," the, 
mayor said. "I shall veto this permit be-! 
cause the Council has violated the principle 
that every man is entitled to his day iq 
court, and refused a public hearing to peo- 
ple who have invested their savings to es- 
tablish homes and therefore become en- 
titled to some protection." 

President Samuel D. Bash of the Mt. 
Lebanon Association was the only speaker 
in behalf of the petition. The Hebrews be- 
lieve it their duty, he said, to provide rev- 
erent disposal of the dead, and the land in 
question, fifty acres, had been acquired be- 
cause it is remote from residences, bounded 
on three sides by cemeteries and on the 
fourth by a farm, the owner of which had 
given his sanction. Mr. Bash said that the 
State Board of Health and Dr. William C. 
Woodward, when Boston health commis- 
sioner, had given consent. Furthermore, 
the ground would never be used for resi- 
dences. The association had tried in vain , 
to locate in Dedham. 

City Councillor Francis J. W. Ford and 
nounced that ho alone had voted against 
the permit in the council, on the ground 
that no public hearing had been given. 

President William J. Drew of the West 
Roxbury Citizens' Association declared that 
the city council had refused a permit in 
1818. again in 1920, and that In the follow- 
ing year Mayor Peters had vetoed an order 
granting a permit. Having had its day In 
court, tho Mount Lebanon Association ought 
to realize, ho said, that the matter was 
settled, especially as it numbers only 21, 
whereas the West Roxbury Citizens' Asso- 
ciation numbers eight hundred. "Since 
West Roxbury now has twenty-six of the 
fifty city cemeteries we claim that we have 
more than our share," Mr. Drew remarked. 
"We are the garden spot of tho city, and 
building permits representing $1,800,000 
for our district have been taken out so f»r 
this year." 

Rev. John !\ Broderick, pastor of St. 
Theresa's Roman Catholic Church, repre- 
senting two thousand parishioners, was the 
only clergyman who spoke In opposition, 
though others .were present. Selectman 
Walter J. Cuslck of Brookline and Superin- 
tendent Nathaniel U. Walker of the Brook- 
line water department declared that the 
proposed cemetery would Imperil the filter 
beds of the Brookline system. Dr. Freder- 1 
lek L. Bogan of the Boston School Com- 
mittee was also in opposition.

the near future. 

The new building oovering SSOO feet 
of land adjoining North End park, 
three stories high, will contain the po- 
lice of Old Station 8, situated at Bat- 
tery and Commercial strests and 
waterfront firemen attaohed to fire 
station 81. the latter occupying the rear 
of the building. 

The harbor police will oooupy the 
front section of the building fitted out 
with all modern oonvenlenoes, where 
the guard, room, two cell blocks of five 
cells each, a main office and of floes for 
the captain and serseanta are located 
on tho iirst floor. The second and third 
floors will afford space -or the geueral 
locker room and an emergency room. 
The tatter room will be used 'or per- 
sons resetted from tho wate's of the 
harbor and other purposes. 

Bed rooms, general recreation and 
reading rooms also occupy the second 
and third floors of both buildings, 
which are separated by a small store- 
house to he used by the Public "Works 
Department, ■

NOT CHARGED' 

Fin. Com. Lepras Bill Was 
Not Sent Until After In- 
vestigation Started 



FIRM HEAD WANTED

The Boston finance commission 
began a public investigation yester- 
day of the installation of rubber 
tiling in the homes of Mayor James 
M. Curley and Chairman Thomas P. 
Glynn of the sehoolhouse commis- 
sion, in an effort to determine 
''whether competition is being 
smothered and whether any other 
motives are present" in the award- 
ing of city contracts. The Stedman 
Products Company of South Brain- 
tree, which laid the tiling in the 
homes of the two officials, later did 
about $6000 worth of worker the

The hearing- ! MiVh tbok place In tne 
school committee rooms at IB Beacon 
street, disclosed that the tiling on the 
floor of the mayor's Jamaicaway man- 
■Ion, although laid almost a year ago 
at a cost of }44S, ni not paid for 
until the finance commission began | 
interrogating the officers of the Sted- 
man company a fortnight ago, and that 
the bill for the work done at the Cilynn 
home, amounting to $333. CO, has not 
been paid Jet. 

NOT LISTED ON BOOKS 
It was further developed that no 
entry of the Curley tiling Job was made 
'on the books of the firm, although the 
order was entered upon a Job card, 
which the investigators were at some 
pains to have produced. When It ap- 
peared In the afternoon, in response to 
a message that was sent to the works 
of the company by Treasurer George 
w. Bailey of the concern, it was read 
!n most minute, and technical detail by 
Mr. Bailey, at the express request of 
the commission. 

What intrigue. I the attention ol the 
Investigators the moat strongly was the 
fact that, in a equate intended ordi- 
narily for the entry of the price to be 
cl'.^-.'ied for the job. appeared the pen- 
cilled notation, "not charged." 'This 
entry, the treasurer explained, would 
seem to Indicate that no price had been 
given. At the conclusion of the day's 
hearing, when an adjournment was 
taken until 2 P. M. tomorrow, Treas- 
urer Bailey was asked to leave the card 
with >the finance commission. He com- 
piled, hesitating somewhat, because, he 
said, It was very Important to the linn 
and must not be lost. To this Judge 
Michael It. Sullivan, chairman of the 
commission, replied th r at the card will 
be safe while in the hands of the com- 
mission. 

James II. Stedman, president of the 
products company and the first witness 
called by the commission, admitted that 
no hill was sent to the mayor until the 
finance commission inquired into the 
matter, the delay being duo to his 
"dilatory'* practice. Tho witness said 
that the mayor had twice asked him to 
send the bill, but ho had neglected to i 
do so. '

Bailey, the treasurer of the firm. He 
also interviewed the mayor at the lat- 
ter home, and following the interview 
a bill was sent to the mayor and pay- 
ment for the work received. *J ■» 
Judge Sullivan asked Mr. Stedman II 
he had ever met Mayor Curley anil 
Jfra, Curley before they called at his 
home.' and he replied In the negative 
He also said that no city business was 
discussed at the mayor's home. 

"Can you explain the coincidence of 
the mayor's order for his private home 
and that for the office?" 

"Why, It's all very simple to me: K 
he liked the work in his home he might 
naturally like it in his office." 

During the afternoon session, while

It is somewhat surprising that the commission hat invoked 
the aid of the district attorney in a matter involving on.V a few 
dollars. Of course it may be that the facts ahnyt the rubber 
lilinjj are more convincing and more closely co-ordinated than the 
facts that have bea n gathered about other municipal projects 
involving many times the amount of money that the tiling would 
have cost had it been billed to the mayor when the work was 
completed* 

The Finance Commission ia entitled to praise for its speedy 
action. If Chairman Sullivan and his colleagues would only devote 
similar attention to the street widening projects, the gas tank 
ar.d garage permits, and the paving scandals, there is not the least 
doubt of the submission to the district attorney of evidence upon 
which lie would be compelled to act. 

The rubber tiling may be the prelude to more important 
activities. The Telegram hopes this is so, because there is 
an abundance of municipal matters which need te k3 thoroughly 
probed by the commission. 

One thing is sure, Dist. Atty. O'Brien is not afrt.d of any- 
body, and will clean up Boston, no matter how the rich are 
affected.

Our attention has been called to the good work of the 
Curley administration in collecting outstanding water bills.

was owed. 

Mr. Curley's campaign to reduce these unpaid bills has 
resulted in the largest collection ever known in the history 
of the city. It reduced the outstanding amount of unpaid 
water bills by more than $230,000. 

We presume that these collections have all been made 
without undue hardship to deserving delinquents. We have 
heard no complaints from those who were honestly unable to 
pay their water bills,

He said the city could have 
established lines legally in a piecemeal 
fashion for one piece of property at a 
time. Inn that there was no authority 
for it to establish temporary building 
lines 

Judge Carroll remarked; "J am free 

to say I have never heard of g building 
line for otle year." 

Matthews further argued that the 
city council hod the Whole project In 
mind when it passed the order anil 
know thai the same would cost more 
than a million dollars, which was a sum 
In excess of the then borrowing capacity 
of (he city, and hence, that the order 
for $250,(i0f) was illegal. Furthermore, 
Matthews said that, at the time the or- 
der was passed, the borrowing capacity 
of the city had been reduced to $00,000. 

He said there were no decisions on 
the temporary building line question 
but the statute of 1885 was against 
such lines.

Your extraordinary letter of June 7, 
1923 has been received and its con- 
tents noted. You object to the se- 
lection of Charles C Dogan, a Negro 
boy, to read the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence from the Balcony of the Old 
State House on the Fourth of July; 
you assume that such a selection is a 
"deliberate insult" to the children 
of the English High School, of which 
he is an "honor pupil"; and you pro- 
test that what Charlotte, N. C. re- 
fuses to tolerate Boston should not 
accept. 

Letter Called Ill-Bred 
I have seldom received a letter from 
any source so lacking- in good man 
ners, so devoid of Americanism, so 
destitute of all knowledge of the 
principle and practices of our govern- 
ment and so offensively and stupidly 
impertinent. It is some satisfaction to 
know that this ill-mannered effusion 
was not written by any native Caro- 
linian; for while Massachusetts and 
Carolina may differ profoundly upon 
the race question, both are as one in 
recognizing the necessity of practising 
politeness and observing the conven- 
tions of decent society, in correspond- 
ence and social relations. You do 
not speak therefore either for the 
town you live in, Charlotte, or the 
State of North Carolina, so they must 
be acquitted of the offensive, ill-breed- 
ing and unwarranted meddling in the 
affairs of Massachusetts and Boston 
exhibited in your letter.

However, it was learned that 
yesterday's conference was not the first 
that Mayor Curie' has held In the 
hope of restoring normal conditions, 
but he refused to give any details re- 
garding the situation. 

Take Up Cases of Executives 

Although officially no Information 
could he obtained about what took 
place at the conference yesterday, It 
was ascertained from authentic sources 
that one question discussed was that of 
restoring young women who, when the 
strike was called, had held executive 
positions, to those same positions should 
the strike be called off. According to 
statements made by strikers, this Is 
the key to the whole problem of a set- 
tlement. The girls say that they will 
return to work If their supervisors, ob- 
servers and assistant chief operators 
are not discriminated against.

LT.-QOV. LUNft OP higW YORK 
The oration followed. At the conclu- 
sion of Fr. Lyons's address, the- mayor 
introduced Lt.-Gov. Lunn, who spoke. 
In part, as follows: 

"I read with pleasure the other day 
the statement Issued on the part of the 
religious forces of America. Including: 
Protestant, Catholic and Jewish, con- 
demning In wrathful language the con- 
tinued policy of the steel trust to com- 
pel men to work 12 hours a day. This 
Policy is morally Indefensible and eco- 
nomically wrong. No nation can develop 
loyal citizenship on the basis of eco- 
nomic sei-vltude. The steel trust can 
produce human mechanism with a 12- 
hour day. but they cannot develop those 
human beings Into loyal American citi- 
zens. It is a sorry day for America 
when we find disloyalty to the funda- 
mental principles of the government 
advecated and enforced by a group of 
otherwise very respectable citizens. And 
furthermore, it comes at a time when j 
everything Is being done to develop 
loyal Americanism. The world war re- 
vealed many things, but one thing 
stands out to my mind (having been a 
member of the war Congress on the 
military affairs oommlttee), and that Is 
this: Our first army revealed the fact 
that 25 per cent, could neither read nor 
write the English language. Many of 
them could neither read nor write any 
language. This was startling. It was 
the result, however, of a definite causa. 
"Following the panic of 1873 there en- 
! goad 20 or 40 years of unparalleled pros- 
perity In manufacturing. We brought 
hundreds of thousands of people into 
our country and then forgot them, mak- 
ing them mere cogs In the Iron machine 
to grind out prosperity. This was done 
by no particular group mastered by 
*-ui , '^'t3 r , ■■■":■ it was dene because we 
did not seem to care. The nation in .'is 
wonderful prosperity forgot the mass cf 
men and women who were responsible I 
for that prosperity, but when we called 
to our defence the stalwart young men 
and found that they had been so far 
forgotten that they did not even know 
our language, we could not with reason 
expect them to sing heartily, 'My Coun- 
try, 'Tls of Thse, Sweet Laud of Lib- 
erty." 

"For the future, therefore, we Should 
emphasize and everlastingly emphasize 
the human element in Industry, for only 
as we consider the human element ba- 
sl-ly necessary to production will we be 
able to develop that type of loyal devo- 
tion and patriotism without which no 
nation can long endure." 

The playing and singing of "The Star 
Blpangled Banner" brought the Faneuil 
bail exercises to a conclusion.

.rr. Matthews stated that on July 11 1922 
.Iayor Curloy sent a message to the city 
tounell relative to the opening of the block 
luunded by Tremont street, Washington 
treet. School and Bromneld streets. At the 
,iamo time the mayor submitted an order 
impropriating $260,000 for the establish- 
ment of a building line In Province street, 
rota School street to Bromiield street. 
Bonds for that amount have since been 
•uthorised and issued by the city. 

It was on Oct. 13, 1829, that the Board 
>f Street Commissioners passed an order, 
approved by the mayor on Oct. 111. dcter- 
piinlng that the. public necessity and con- 
venience require that such building lines 
be established In Province street. 

Discussing the legality of these orders 
jMr. Matthews contended that the order fix- 
ing the building lines Is illegal and void 
because it establishes the line for one vear 
only on two parts of the land and creates 
a permanent line in front of another part. 
Moreover, he (aid, the borrowing capacity

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An attack upon the legality of the city - : 
project for the widening of Province street 
from School street to Bromneld street 
reached the Supreme Court today when the 
suit brought by taxpayers to secure an 
Injunction was heard by Judge James B. 
Carroll. 

At the outset Judge Carroll inquired 
whether this case should not have gone to 
the Superior Court, but he decided to hear 
it. 

Nathan Matthews, former mayor of Bos- 
ton, represented the taxpayers, who have 
brought the. suit to have, the city enjoined 
from making payments to the property 
owners under the order of the street, com- 
missioners. K. Mark Sullivan appeared 
as counsel for the city and John A. Sulli- 
van represented the Olympla Realty Com- 
pany in an Intervening petition for the car- 
rying out of the programme as authorized 
by the. City Council and the street cenmis- 
sloners. 

Tho main points in tho litigation relate 
to the legal right of the Board of Street 



The temporary lines were fixed In front 
of the property at the coiner of Bromneld 
street, referred to as the Crocker property, 
and in front of the Five Cents Savings 
Bank at the corner of School street, while 
the permanent line was drawn in front of 
the Olympla Realty and Massachusetts 
General Hospital property in the centre 



Never Heard of One- Year Building Line 

Judge Carroll stated that he was free 
to say that he had never heard of a build- 
ing line being fixed for one year. 

A point was raised by E. Mark Sullivan 
for the city, that although the street com- 
missioners had passed one order establish- 
ing the building line in Province street, it 
had distinguished in the order between the 
permanent and the temporary lines, and 
had referred to them as "lines." In the 
plural, all through the order and on the 
maps. Having thus separated them, it 
was contended, one line would be legal 
even if the oth«r line were Illegal. Mr. 
Matthews held, however, to his point thai 
they are both integral parts of the whole 
project of widening the street, and s^ild thai 
the Court will have to rule that the estab- 
lishment of the lines was a necessary 
part of the whole and that the city had 
no right to establish temporary lines.
